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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This communication is in response to the decision on the 
petition filed 3/31/08 which grants petition under 37 CFR 
1.47(a) and 37 CFR 1.137(b), along with response to the non- 
final Office Action dated 10/29/07. 

2. Claims 4, 6,8,9, 34-44 have been previously allowed and 
have been restated as allowed via this action. 



Reasons for Allowance 

3 . The following reasons for allowance are reproduced from the 
notice of allowance mailed 1/10/2007 . 

4. The allowed claims pertain to inquiry and processing of 
trades made pursuant to trading plans such as stock option plan 
or a stock purchase plan. 

The following prior art references have been deemed most 

relevant to the allowed claim (s): 

Cristofich et al . (US Pat. 5,671,363) (Hereafter referred 
to as to as Cristofich discloses a system and method for inquiry 
and processing of trades made pursuant to at least one of a 
stock option and a stock purchase plan (see Figure 1) . 

Referring to system claims 4, 6, 8-9, and 34-36, Cristofich 
fails to teach or suggest the following improvement in the 
instant claimed invention ( s ) : 

a monitoring system for ensuring proper function of the 
quote server by preventing inaccurate quotes from being provided 
to the participant; and 
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an interface system, connected to receive the participant 
information from the volatile data storage and quotes from the 
quote server in accordance with the monitoring system, 
for processing the requested transaction in accordance with the 
participant information. 

Claims 37-44 recite the underlying process corresponding to 
the aforementioned system elements. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee and, to 
avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
